should be presumed to have a majority 
against it, If to propose these changes 
wonld be an impertinence so ix this proposal 
of these tavern-koepers. he members of 
the present House of Commons may just 
do as they like about this matter, If th 
emaaculate the Scott law they may rely 
upon it that they will be replaced at next 
election by men prepared to vote prohibi-

Singularities of Great Men. 


Suetonius tells us that during the win- 
ter Augustus would wear four tunics be- 
neath a thick toga: to those were added 
a shirt and a woollen undergarment; his 
limbs wero also carofully protected. In 
summer he would sleep with both doors 
and windows open, and frequently under 
tho peristyle sf his palace, whore jets of 
water refreshed the air, and where, more- 
over was posted a slave, whore duty it 
was tofanhim. Hoe could not cael 
the sun—not even the winter sun—and 
he never walked abroad without a wide- 
brimmed haton his hea?. 

“Ferdinand If, Grand duke of Tas- 
cany, who died in 1670," says the Abbe 
Arnauldin his ‘‘Memoirs,” ‘twas the 
slave of his houlth. I have frequently 
seen him pacing up and down his room 
between two large thermometers, upon 
which he would keep his eyes corstantly 
fixed, unceasingly emplyed in taking off 
and putting en a variety of emall caps 
of different degrocs of warmth; of which 
he had always five or six in his hand, ac- 
cording to the degrecs of heat or cold re- 
gistored by the instrument. This, I can 
assure you, was a mighty pleasant sight 
to behold, for there was not a conjurer in 
all his domains more dextorous in hand- 
ling his cups and balls than was this 
Prince in shifting his caps.” 

Tho Abbe de St. Martin, who. in the 
seventeenth century, rendered himself so 
ridiculous with his pretensions and his 
manias, always wore nine skull caps up- 
on hia head to keepoff the cold, with a 
wig over all, which, by the way, ways al- 
ways awry and dishoveled, so that his face 
never appeared to be in its natural pool 
tion.

Pigs woll wintered, aro in 
good condition to thrive well on grass and 
clover next summer, They will do far 
better on pasture alone than young 
spring pigs. We are not now adyocating 
haviog young pigs come in the autumn, 
but if you have them and cannot sell 
them, ordo not wisn to, then take the 
best care of them, and focd libprally. 
Tho most prcfitable pork we have ever 
mado, was from young pigs which had 
beon well cared for through tho previous 
winter, and tho next summer fattened on 
clover pasture.

cows. 

Srd, That the flavor of the milk and 
butter is not much different from that 
made from summer green feed, but is 
more uniform 

4th. That thoro is invariably an in- 
crease of flesh and flow of milk, when the 
sameamountof grain is fed with:it as 
with English hay. 

5th. That the quality of beef is very 
much improved by its use in connection 
with other nutritious food, 

6th. Thatin order to reach the best 
results, enasilage should be fed with 
some other nutritious fodder, ‘even for 
cows. 

7th. That all kinds of grass or grains 
ay bo stored with satety, but that corn 

clover mixed with apples*makes the 
best ensilage, 

8th. That the finer it is out, and the 
moro heavily it is weighted down, tho 
bottor, as the air is thus expelled from 
the silo, which alone secures its preserva- 
tion. 

9h. That there is not much difference 
between the Southern White, Blunt's 
Prolific, and Bailey's Mammoth corn, for 
need ; all are good, 

10ch. That the cost of producing and 
storing ensilage is from two to four dol- 
lars per ton.

Among the English politicians Mr, 
Bannerman’s speech is accopted as @ re- 
liable indication that the Government has 
decided to make a new departure Jn its 
Irish policy and one in the direction of 
greater Liberalism, The Home Rulers 
are inclined to attribute this change in 
the Oabinet's intentions to tho necessity 
the Government finds itself under of pro- 
porly recognizing tho unity and strength 
of the Irish Party in Parliament. The 
followers of Mr, Parnell sre nob, however, 
allowing themselves to be lulled into in- 
activity by ony hopes held out to them by 
the Chief Secretary's speech, In fact, it 
seoms to haye inspired them all with fresh 
vigor, and they are at present engaged in 
putting forth all their energies to increase 
their representative strength by skillful 
ure of the changed condition of affairs 
which must follow under the enlarged 
franchise and the change in the boundarics 
of conatitutencies, Under the supervision 
of Mr, Parnell himself, all the wards con- 
taining great Irish populations in the 
large English cities are being organized 
iu the interest of the Home Rule idea, 
and the’Parnellites feel certain that the 
immediate result of the organization will 
bea considerable increase in the Trish 
party's strength throughout Eogland. 
Charles Russell, Queen’s Counsel, and the 
present momber of Parliament for Dun- 
dalk, has been already invited by the Par- 
nell wing to contest at the next election 
for the representation of an Trish ward in 
Liverpool which has just effected a Home 
Rule organization, If he concludes to ac- 
cept it is believed that he will be elected 
and his election will.be an important galn 
in Eogland,.as no doubt is entertained 
that his place in Dandalk can be filled by 
some other Home Ruler, 

Tne Liberals look upon the new aspect 
which Irish politics have been given by 
ir. Bannerman’s speech with apparent 
unconcern, The Conservatives find in 
his Stirling speech a new cause of grioy- 
nce against the Government. They do- 
ry any further concessions to the Irish as 
waste of gifts. They say tho Irish will 
ake all they can get and use it to increase 
heir strength in disloyalty. They pro- 
nounce all attempts to conciliate the Par- 
nelli:es as foo'ish and futile, and denounce 
the policy foreshadowed by Mr, Banner- 
man as ono of thinly yeiled Nationalism 
and ono of shameful subseryiency to the

The general resultaimed at 
is to have a large forca which can be 
pushed forward with the rapidity of 
cuvalry, and afterwards handled as in- 
fantry on the scene of operations. I+ is 
tignificant to observe that Germany is 
the second great power which has recent- 
ly desided on this change. Tho Russian 
War Office ordered it to be universally 
carried out in the \Czar’s army some time 
back,

Tn the section of Psychological Medi- 
cine at the recent International Medical 
Congrees, Dr, Kjellberg, of U, vo 
a startling deacription of the effects of ex- 
cessive brain work on the health of school 
children. The symptoms he had noticed 
were much the same as thoee met within 
the out-patient rooms of children’s hospi- 
tals in London and other large towns, 
viz., headache, sleeplessness, intellec- 
tual torpor, change in character, muscu- 
lar weakness, and spasm, culminsting in 
hallucinations, and very often loss of con- 
sciousness. 

Except butter and fatty matter, there 
is nothing more absorbent and at the 
same time retentive of effluvia than apples 
and pears, If these are to be placed on 
the table, as thoy should be, with the pe- 
culiar flavor of each in all its purity, the 
fruit-room must be kept as clean as the 
dairy; yet herbs, onions, fusty straw, 
aninow and then a mushroom-ped may 
be found in tho structures in which the 
produco of orchards 1s stored, This is a 
great mistake, and when it it is commit- 
ted it is impossible to have apples and 
pears in anything like perfection, 


Wood pulp is no morea ‘‘substitute”’ 
for rags, says the Boston 7'ransoript, than 
is jute for spun silk in the manufacture 
of silk goods, or cotton for a wool warp 
in cheap woollen goods, or atraw-board 
for leather in soles. Itis another fibrous 
material at the command of the paper- 
maker, and so keops down the price of 
all other tibres suitable for paper making, 
and of papers, The linen and cotton 
rags which, ome have asserted, aro 
diyplaced by the wood pulp, aro used up 
—eyery throad of them—and meet their 
fato in tho beating engino of a paper 
mill, 

Paper bottles are now, it is again re- 
ported, made on a Jargescale in Germany 
and Austria, The papor must be well 
sized, The following is sald to be a good 
recipe for the paper: Ton parts of ni 
forty of straw, fifty of brown wood-pulp. 
Tho paper is impregnated or coated on 
both sides with mxty parts of defibrinated 
fresh blood, thirty-five parts of lime-pow- 
per, five parts sulphate of alumina, 
After drying, ten or twelve rolled leaves 
are coated again, placed over each other, 
and then placed in heated moulds. The 
albumen in the blo.d forms a combina- 
tion on pressure with the me, which is 
perfectly proof aguinat spirits, oto, The 
Bottles, it is said, are made in two pieces, 
which are joined afterward, 

An invention of considorable import- 
ance in connection with the probability 
of saving life at sea has made its appear- 
ance within afew months. This consists 
ofan adaptation of the use of oil at sea 
to the ordinary life-buoy. Round the 
inside of the buoy is a brass rosorvoir 
fillod with oil. This is so arranged that 
when the buoy is hung upon the voasol's 
aldo no oil can escape ; while the moment 
it assumes a horizontal posttion, as, for 
instanco, when it is thrown into the sea, 
the oil flows freely, and tho water all 
around tho buoy is rapidly covered with 
a thin film, ‘This soon widens into a 
largo circle, within which, of cours, the 
waves aro unbroken, which enables per- 
sons to bo the more easily seouredgby the 
ship's boats,

Real and Sham Blizzards. 


We observe a disposition on the part of 
some of our contemporaries to call the re- 
cent cold weather a blizzard, says the New 
York Commercial Advertiar, and in the in- 
est of accuracy and truth we desire to 
inform them that the resemblance of such 
weather as we have had to that which is 
callod a blizzard is about as remote as any 
resemblance can be, 

We have simply had a season of cold 
weathor with the thermometer at zero, A 
Ulizzard means greatly more than that, It 
meons asudden t of the cold of inter- 
planctary space, or something like that, It 
means a time when the mercury freezes; when 
the very atmosphere sparkles with spiculw of 
ice; wheh a blast blows at the rate of a hun- 
«ved miles an hour; when there is a positive 
and immediate danger to life upon the brief- 
est exposure; when all going about out 
doors must be stopped, whatever the ocoa- 
sion may be. 

The cold of a blizzard is inconcoivable in 
its intensity. He who passes into tho open 
air at such a time is in danger of death even 
at his own doorstep, for the cold penetrates 
to the very marrow, producing stupor and 
utter bewilderment to the strongest men, 
This loss of faculty is so quick in its coming 
that men who kuow what a b «lis do 
not veuture evea to make a burried journey 
from their doorsteps to stables fifty yards 
away without fastening one end of a rope to 
the door knob and carrying the other with 
them as a means of retracing their ateps 
when the bewilderment of the cold shall 
come over them, 

Sometimes oven this device fails, and 
men have died of cold within a few ya da of 
their doors, while holding the clue cor in 
their hands. Sometimes the cold is tov in- 
tense and the blast too searching for any 
venture out of doors at all, and mon who 
know what they are about have permitted 
thwir cattle to starve at a distance of tifty 
yards, because thi y know that any attempt 
to feed them must be fatal to the person 
pinking it. That is what a blizzard is, and 
our little zero weather is summer afternoon 
in comparison,

A careful observer can tell what the na- 
tion is talking about by watching what cer- 
tain active congressmen read. Apropos, 
everything relating to treaty questions is 
in great demand. ‘There are about a dozen 
Senators and eighteen or nineteen members 
who study this question very carefully. 1 
might add that this congress reads more 
than any of its predecessors for twenty- 
three years, There are from three to four 
thousand books out of the library all the 
time, All books are read in which the 
question of how far the House may oppose 
the Senate in mattera of treaties is dis- 
cussed. They are always looking for pre- 
cedents. There never was a body so eager 
for precedents as the American House of 
Representatives, and none so ready to top- 
ple all over. ;

sovontoonth About 1770 a 
double parrell line of wooden beams was 
laid ab Noweastle-on-Tyne, and a largo 
cart, with four rollers, drawn by horses 
was used to transport coal from the mino 
tothe river, A flange placed at tho side 
of the beam kept tho carts from rolling 
ff tho ratl. So successful was the expori- 
ment that other coal districts in Ragland 
and Scotlind followed the example, Ib 
was a great labor schomo, for a horse that 
could with difliculty draw only 1,700 with- 
out tho aid of this smooth road could now 
with oase draw 4,200 weight. This was 
tho earliest tramway, the precursor of tho 
steam railway, ‘The firat improvement 
made on this tramway was tho laying of 
iron plates on the wooden beams; this 
contrivance reduced the friction and mado 
loss wearand tear, In 1768 rails mado 
wholly of iron were used, and in 1789, 
when William Yoesop built the first 
public railway in England, at Loughbo- 
rough, he introduced the edge rail of cast 
iron and changed tho flange from tho rail 
to the wheel. Finally, in 1808, tho rails 
were made of malleable iron,

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Up to 1802 the tramway had used horses 
for motors, and in some instances station- 
ary engines ; but men’s minds had boon 
constantly exercised to invent some 
method of drawing cara by means of other 
than cable oranimal powor. Watt seoms 
to have been the first to conceive the idea 
of propelling wheeled carriages by steam, 
but he was so engaged in perfecting the 
stationary engine that he did not attempt 
to carry out his idea, Willlam Murdock, 
in 1782, first constructed a model locomo- 
tive. Though little more than a toy it 
worked successfully, and traveled so fast 
that on one occasion its Inventor in vain 
tried to koop pace with it, In 1802 
Richard Trevethiok and Andrew Vivian, 
two Cornwall engineers, took out the first 
patent evor issued for a locomotive, All 
the steam carriages and appliances, how- 
ever, amounted to almost-nothing so far 
as the public was concerned, and ib was 
not until 1804 that any really practical 
locomotive was used. Trovothick in this 
year built a second locomotive in South 
Wales, which drew a load of ten tons of 
iron ore five miles an hour, From this 
date, 1804 to 1811, very little, if 
anything, was done to advance railroads, 
Time and ingenuity were employed to 
invent somo means to keep cars from 
slipping when going up an inclined plano. 
The firab really successful engine was in- 
vented by George Stephensun, in 1814, It 
ran six miles an hour, drawing thirty 
tons. Until 1829 there was little progress 
made, Then Robert Stephenson built 
the Rocket, which attained a minimum 
speed of twenty and one-half miles, with 
an average of fifteen.

It is 
trae, the sculpture is nob as massive as 
that of Nineveh, Babylon, or Athens, 
but undoubtedly it is as ancient asthe 
monuments of Greece, and even of As- 
syria horself, A great number of the re- 
ligtous houses in Ireland were either built 
on the site of the Druidical temples, or 
tho temples were taken by the Christians, 
altered, enlarged, and consecrated for the 
Christian worship. Ireland is literally 
covered with immense ruins of this kind 
—ruins in which tho Christian Irish, the 
pagan Irish, and the Norman styles of 
architecture may bo seen, Timoleague 
Abbey, near Clonakilty, is au immense 
ruin of this kind ; so is Ardfert, in the 
county Kerry, In Timoleague was edu- 
cated the great Vergilius, called the fair 
man, who, centuries before either Galileo 
or Capornicus was born, said that our 
earth was round. Ardfort is said to have 
been founded by St. Brendan, who is sup- 
posed to be the firat European who ever 
landed on the American continent. Al- 
though Holuga is put down as the found- 
gr of Timoleague and Brendan of Ardfert 
Abbey, they only established churches 
whero before there were large Druidical 
temples of excellent workmanship, which 
show the knowledge which the Pagan 
Irish had of working in stone, 

Some of the Irish peasantry say that 
the beautiful work they see in round 
towers, in ruined abbeys, and in stone 
crosses, was done by the Gobaon Soar, « 
half-mythical architect to whom the eree- 
tion of many of Ireland’s most anciont 
structures is attributed; or by the fairies, 
who erected these structures at night, and 
never took moro than one night to finish 
sbuilding. This Gobaon Soar was an ex- 
traordinary character, and, no doubt, cen- 
turies before the Qhristian era, was a 
great building Druid. Tho namo is sin- 
gular, as it means mason, and which sug- 
gests a possible connection between ths 
Gobaon and the architecture of Solomon's 
temple. There are hundreds of these 
ruined abbeys in Ireland. The most 
prominent ones are Timoleague, in Cork; 
Ardferb and Muckross, in Kerry ; Cong, 
in the county Mayo, where Roderick 
O'Connor, last king of Ireland, is buried; 
Donegal, in which the four masters wrote 
their annals; and the famous Rock of 
Cashel, in Tipperary ; these are the 
largest, most ancient and interesting

Natural Gas ys. Coal, 


Tho steadily increasing use of natural 
gas in Western Penvsylvania, Weat Vir- 
ginia, and Ohio, for manufacturing pur- 
poses as well as for lighting, suggests the 
possibility that its employment may soon 
have a depressing effect on the anthracite 
and bituminous coal business over a con- 
sidorable section of country, A Pittsburg 
paper, referring to this matter, says : 
‘In so far as natural gas has been applied 
tothe manufacture of iron, steel, and 
glass, the qualily of the products is rather 
In its favor.

days, a watermelon plant appeared in the 
top of the heap of ashes, which was al- 
lowed to grow. Tho heap of ashes was 
leveled down a little ; but the soil in that 
particular place, was too poor to yield 
potatoes as large as the eggs of a robin. 
After the vines of the plant began to 
spread, a plot sixteen fect square was 
staked off, the plant being at the centre 
of the plot, As soon as vine had pass- 
ed the prescribed boundary, the end was 
turned carefully around, That single 
yine covered an area of sixteen feet square 
and produced nineteen watermelons, the 
smallest of which was as large as tho 
head of an average adult, I am confident 
that the growing vine never received any 
fertilizing material besides that afforded 
by the coal ashes. It has been my per- 
sistent practice ever since I have been the 
proprietor of a plexe of ground, to pro- 
cure all the coal ashes practicable trom 
my near neighbors, and to use all my own 
ashes as a fertilizer around fruit-trees, 
grape-vincs and berry bushes. Ashes 
have often been spread about grape-vines 
and fruit-trees, in such generous abun- 
dance that all grass and weeds were com- 
pletely subdued. Kut the potash, lime, 
silica and other mineral elements, that 
were found by the growing roots, render- 
ed the growing trees and vines more and 
more luxuriant and healthful, and pro 
duced bountiful crops of larger and fairer 
fruit,

A Massachutts correspondent of the El- 
mira Farmers’ Club destroys quack grass 
by the following process: He ploughs 
the land, just before tho planting ot any 
crop, nine tnches deep, which puts all the 
quack roots four inches under ground, 
then spreads plenty of manure, and har- 
rows thoroughly, with oné of the eflisient 
now harrows, making the surface as mel- 
low as possible for the new seed-bed. Tho 
crop is cultivated very thoroughly till it 
completely shades the ground. Oabbage 
or corn fodder answers well, ‘The roots 
plowed under haye no breathing, will rob 
and enrich the soil. Isaac Mekeel, of 
Cayuga county, N. Y., stated at the last 
Canegrowers' Convention at Geneva that 
by planting # ten-acre field every year 
with amber cane he had entirely eradicat, 
ed allthe quack grass, He draws back 
to the field all the bagassade to enrich it 

The culture of rye for grain and straw 
is gradually on the increase, 1n 1879 the 
vila in the United States was about 17,- 
000,000 bushels. In 1880 the total pro- 
duction was 24,540,829 bushels, valued at 
$18,664,560. The demand for the straw 
by paper manufacturers is now greater 
than ever before, opecially in Pennsyl 
vania, where it is grown in tho larges| 
quantity for this purpose, Its extensive 
culture is largely due to the German ele- 
ment in the population of that Stato. 
The Germans proper, who are tho best 
posted on rye culture, says that it may be 
cut at short intervals during the summor 
succeeding the fall sowing of it, and then 
mature a crop of eeed tho season following 
In this case care must bo taken to cut it 
in its young and succulent state, so as to 
keop it in vigor, A top dressing of raw 
bono meal, gypsum or wood ashes would 
be highly beneficial at each cutting.

The Dominion License Act. 


It will be remembered that ever since the 
Pea of the Dominion Licenne Act, and 
even before it had become law, its consti 
tutionality was called in question. During 
last summer, by consent of the Dominion 
Government, a case was brought before the 
Supreme Court, to test its validity. After 
argument, judgment was reserved, ond was 
only given on Monday last. The judgment 
of the Supreme Court, given unanimously, | 
is that the Dominion License Act is uncon 
stitutional, and therefore cannot be enforced 
The validity of the Provincial acts for the 
Heensing and regulating of the liquor traffic 
is thoreby sustained, and we have no doubt 
will be better enforced in the future, It is 
better that it should be known once for all | 
when the authority rests, as it will prevent | 
confusion, and tend to a better observance | 
of the law. 

We notice that owing to this decision some 
are disposed to question the constitutional: | 
ity of the Canad Temperance Act, better | 
known as tho ‘*Scott Act.” On this point 
there need be no fears, as the highest court 
in the realm, the Judicial Connnittee of the 
Privy Council, long go decided that the 
Scott Act was quite within the powers of 
the Dominion Parliament, as it is a prohib 
itory measure, and not one for licensing or 
regulating. By the terms of the British 
North America Act, forming the confeder- 
ation of the provinces, the Dominion Parlia- 
ment has the power to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors, but 
to the Provincial Legislature waa assigned 
the power to license or regulate its sale, pro- 
vided it was allowed to be manufactured or 
sold, By the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court this should now be clearly understood 
by all, The decision does not étfect the 
Scott Act at all, and it will be well to bear 
this in mind, 


University Federation. 


A scheme of federation of all the denom- 
inationul Colleges with Toronto University 
has been proposed and is likely to be adopt- 
ed, ‘The moyement has the sanction of the 
Ontario Government, and is being promoted 
by Mv. Ross, Minister of Education, A 
draft of the scheme bas been prepared and 
submitted to the different College authori- 
ties, and has been received very favorably. 
Knox College has approved of the achome 
Trinity Colloge will consider it this week 
The Baptist College will, it is thought, 
adopt it. And ata meeting of the Board 
of Management of Victorian University the 
following resolution was adopted:- 

Inasmuch a4 a proposal is made to the 
Board of R nts, with the sanction of the 
Minister of Education of the Province of 
Ontario, to forma federation of colleges in 
one Provincial University; and inasmuch as 
the Methodist people of the country in all 
branches. of our Methodism, have’ always 
declared themselves willing to accept and 
maintain a system of university education 
that would secure on the one hand the high- 
er culture in acience and arts, under proper 
religious intlicnces and safeguards, aud on 
the other hand equality in privileges, ad- 
vantages opd academic standing of the 
youth of the country; and inasmuch as the 
general principle of federation embodied in 
the present memorandum, forwarded to the 
Board under the approbation of the Minister 
of Mdyecation, is in harmony with the prin- 
ciplea we have so long cherished; we express 
our readiness as a Board, on educational and 
patriotie grounds, to join in such a felera- 
tion and to move the proper authorities of 
our church thereto ay they may determine, 
provided the following conditions are made: 

1, Equitable compensation to all colleges 
united in the federation for the losses inci- 
dent tu their entering the federation. 

2. The perfect equality of all colleges, | 
University College meluded, in their rela: | 
tions to and rights in the Provincial Uni- 
versity. 

3. Such an arrangement as shall seem to 
the alumni of all the colloges an equitable 
representation in perpetuity. 

4. That the chairman of the University 
Professioriate be appointed by the Govern- 
ment, 

5. That the trans’er of subjects from the 
University College course to. the course un- 
der the University Professioviate, or vice 
versa, shall he made only by a three-fourths 
majority of the Senate,

sonseless practicoe—the device of lazy 
There is not a horseman who 
does not know directly to the contrary. 
Professor William Willlams, a profossor 
in the Edinburgh Veterinary College, 
and one of the best known authoritios on 
the horse, advocates clipping, and says 

“I have aeen tho lives of many valu 
able horses saved by timely clipping.’ 

“Clipping is unnecessary to a horse 
with a fine, light coat, if ho ho has beon 
kept to work all summer and autumn, 
and has been well groomed. If, how- 
ever, he has been allowed to run on 
grass a fow weoks, and has not felt tho 
curry-comb, he needs clipping, for 
his coat has becomo heavy. Some 
horses have such fino light ‘coats that 
they nover need clipping. Old Dexter 
never was clipped, neither was Edwin 
Forrest, They did not need it.” 

“Mr. Bergh begs horse-owners not to 
nick the tales of their horses,’ said the 
interviower. ‘Do you object to nicking?” 

“I know very little about it. It was 
seldom done to road horses, being mostly 
confined to saddle hacks and cabs. It has 
grown entirely out of fashion. No man 
with a valuable horse would nick him. 
But I know so little about it that I can 
hardly venture an opinion, You may 
rest assured of one thing, however, and 
itis this: No man owning a valuable 
horso is golng to risk him through abuse 
or poor caro. Hore, for instance, I have 
paid $40,000 for Maud S., the most valu- 
able horse in the world, $36,000 for Rarus, 
$35,000 for Dexte: ,000 for Poca- 
hontas, $16,000 for Edwin Forrest, and 
soon. Do you think I would have any 
one of these horses clipped if I was not 
suro that clippiug was good for him? It 
is a question of money to a man.” 

“You have noticed, doubtless,” said 
the reporter, ‘‘that Mr. Borgh declares 
speeding horses is cruel and inhuman ? 
And he denies that horses enter into the 
spirit of the sport,” 

“All bosh! A horse, if he is not a lazy 
beast, takes much irterestin his own per- 
formances. If you are driving a three- 
minute horse and a 2:40 animal comes up 
alongside to pass you, you will notice 
yeur horse prick up his ears and stretch 
his neck out in an endeavor to keep 
ahead, That is ambition, No sensible 
man, assuredly no horgeman, gives his 
horse more than he cando, Take Maud 
S., for instance, Last week Bair put her 
in training again. He didn't push her 
of course. That would be dangerous for 
any animal. Every one knows that 
neither man nor beast should be put to 
exertion suddenly, Well, the first day 
the mare trotted a mile in 2:44, and an- 
other in 2:28. Two days later she did a 
mile in 2:37 and another in 2:25, and on 
Friday a mile in 2:31, and another in 
2;264, and a third in 2:13). When Bair 
drave up, he sald that ho could easily 
have mado a fast mile with Maud §,, but 
he thought best to do it easily.

Theo Mexican National building, 300 
x 190 feet in sixe, will probably afford 
the most prominent of all the forelgn ex- 
hibits. The whole space of this building, 
which was specially erected by the Mexi- 
can Government for the display from that | 
country, has been found much too small 
for tho exhibits offered, Thore is to be 
4 famous Mexican band of fifty picces in 
attendance, with a regiment of cavalry 
and another of infantry of the Mexicar 
army.

Atthe International Forestry Exhibl- 
tion, in Edinburgh, Prof. MoIntosh re- 
cently delivered a very interesting locture 
on ‘The Boring of Marino Animals in 
Timber.” The lecturer stated that so far 
as we know at prosont sponges only bored 
calcareous substances, while annelids 
never bored wood, ‘lhe purple sea ur- 
chin bores gneiss and granite by means of 
its teeth, ‘I'he crustaceans and mollusks 
were the chief'borers of wood, Of crabs, 
the Che'uria terebrans is even moro de; 
structive than the comm on Scotch crab or 
“gribble'” (limnoria lignoram), which 
Robert Stephenson found #0 injarious to 
the Meme! beams supporting his tempo 
rary beacon on the Bell Rock. The grib- 
blo attacks all kinds of timber, and the 
piles of the Trinity Chain Pier at Leith 
had formerly to be replaced every four 
years owing to their ravages. It also 
bores into submarine cables, thus ren- 
dering thom faulty. The xycophago, a 
small bivalve mollusk, is also very do- 
structive of wood, entering it while 
young and growing to maturity inside. 
The teredo, or ship worm, is, however,

the moat fatal wood borer known, and 
occurs in every ocean. It bores tunnels 
into the wood from ono foot to a yard in 
length, and is still more wasteful to 
Dutch and French harbor works than to 
British. 

Two theories are advanced to explain 
the cutting of these creaturés, ono chemi- 
cal, the other mechanical ; but traces of 
acid solvents were only found in soma 
calcareous borers, and they also occurred 
in animals which did not bore. Oa the 
other hand, silicious cutters have been 
found on some borers,such as tho teredo, 
With regard to preventives, the Dutch 
Commissioners have recommended creo- 
sote for internal application to the wood, 
and metal sheathing for external. Pro- 
fessor McIntosh, while admitting tho 
value of tho Dutch investigation, pointed 
out that there was still much to be 
learned on the subject, and recommended 
it to the new marine laboratories now in 
progress, Ho also showed that. tho 
function of the borers was advantageous 
when it resulted in the destruction of 
sunken sbips and waste timber floating 
on the sea.

Providing for old age or ‘a rainy day” 
{a a paramount duty, for farmors as for 
merchants or professional men, put it is 
insisted that, within his means, the far- 
mer should prudently improve his sur- 
roundings and enjoy his existence, Our 
moralist says: “Ho has nothing to fear 
and nobody to envy. Of one thing ho is 
sure all his days, and that is a sutlicient 
living ; and that is what other men are 
never sure of without a single pang of 
doubt or apprehension, There is his 
land ; there is his home ; there is all the 
animate and inanimate machin(ry of his 
establishment, and for the rest he looks 
in profound trust to the bounty of 
Heaven,” 

If Southorn farmors are nob sure of a 
suflicient living it is becanso they have 
not industry or talent like Mr. Uhl, and 
it may be that, in tho hurry to get rich, 
they have become the prey of speculative 
sharks at Chicago or New York. We 
may say that many a Southern farmer to- 
day is in distroas because of yielding to 
baits held out in cotton futures or o her 
deceptions of that character 

The curao of tho day, demoralizing 
everything in town or country, iq the 
worship of monoy and tho rapid desire to 
possess ib by some royal road. That lust 
of wealth has distempered our peopl 
merchants end farmers, to a great degree 
and its pursuit haa led to dieaster in nu 
merous casos. We donot believe there is 
any true happiness ina devouring greed 
of gain or the possession of money 
quired in any way except by honest toil, 

On this point our Northern contem- 

porary speaks a5 follows: ‘Instead of 
ihia unworthy and demoralizing anxloty 
to get rich, if the average farmer, once 
boing solidly established, would resolve to 
enlarge and oxalt his life as itis, tomake 
moro out of that, to enjoy as much as 
possible of what/thore is to be enjoyed, to 
adoro and boantify his home—that -only 
paradiso on earth—within and without, 
he would find all his daily tasks tar easier 
even to the extent of being delightful, ho 
would feel rich where now, with more 
money, ho feels all the time poor, and he 
would rid himself of a false tyrant in the 
form of increasing parsimopy that holds 
his noso to the grindstone till he is flang 
into his graye. If farmers only knew it, 
thoy could ensily be the richest men on 
earth,” 
Nino-tenths, perhaps, of Southern far- 
mors are not now so much intent upon 
getting rich as upon keeping out of debt 
and preserving the simplust comforts of 
existonce. Mr, Uh! has shown them how 
a satisfactory living can be made on the 
poorest soil by good management, and we 
have no doubt that one part of hia pro- 
gramme inyolyes just such judicious ox- 
penditure as contributes to happinoss. 
The fault with only too many of the tfar- 
mers in this section is not parsimony but 
extravagance, When their crops turn 
out well they spend their money freely.

Ice Cream Withont a Freezer. 

First prepare the cream as follows: 
Two quarta of rich milk, eight eggs beaten 
separately, four emall cups of sugar, a 
pint of sweet cream, vanilla, or any other 
flavouring liked. Hoat the milk in a pail 
or dish set within one of hot water, and 
when almost boiling add the sngar and 
the beatenyolks, then the whipped whites, 

Stir steadily until the mixture thickens, 
then turn into a bowl and set aside. 
When quite cold beat in the cream and 
flavouring, Haye ready a quantity of 
cracked ice. A good way is to put the 
ice in a bag and pound it with a mallet 
and do not be afraid of getting it too fine, 
Put the cream into a deep tin pail—it 
should not be more than half full—cover 
and set into a large pail or small tab, and 
pack around it, tightly, first a layer of 
the ica then one of rock salt (fine salt 
will not answer), In this order fill to the 
top of tho pail. Take off the cover and 
and with a long wooden spoon, beat the 
custard for five minutes. Pat on the 
lid, cover with salt and ice, being careful 
that none can get into the custard: cover 
all with several folds of carpet, and set 
aside for an hour, Uncover, take off the 
lid, having wiped it carefully on the out- 
side, and ecrapo off with a thin knife 
every particle of cream that has frozen to 
tho sides of the pail. Beat hard and long 
until thecream becomes perfectly smooth. 
The fineness of the ‘grain’ of the cream 
depends upon your action at this time. 
Pat on the cover, turn off the brine, and 
pack in more ice and salt. Cover and 
led stand for three or four hours. If tho 
ice has melted enough to buoy up the 
pail, pour off the water and again fill up 
with ice and salt. In two hours more it 
can be turned out, A good way is to 
wring a towel out of hot water, wrap about 
the lower part of the pail, and turn onto 
a platter. 
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The Big Trees of California.

Chinese Paper. 

Eightven hundred years ago, says the 
Papermaker's Journal (London), tho 
Chinese, acting upon the wasp's sugges: 
tion, made paper from fibrous matter re- 
duced to pulp, Now each proyinoe makes 
its own pecullar variety from the inner- 
most bark of differont trees. The young 
bamboo, which grows six or elght inches 
in a ningle night, is whitened, reduced to 
pulp ina mortar, and sized with alum, 
From this pulp shoots pupae are mado 
by hand, ‘The celebrat Chinese rico 
papor, that so resembles woolen and silk 
fabrics, and on which are painted quaint 
birds and flowers, is manufactured from 
compressed pith, which fs first eat up 
spirally, by « keen knife, into thin slices, 
ix inchés wide wnd twice as long. Im- 
menso quantitios of paper are usod by 
tho Chinese for a great varioty of pur- 
poses, Fanoral payors, Garis imita- 
tlons of oarthly things, which they desiro 
to bestow on departed friends, aro burn- 
od over their graves. Thoy uso paper 
window frames, paper sliding doors, and 
paper visiting cards a yard long.

Where the watering placo is far from 
will often suffer from 
thirst in cold weather rather than go 
through the cold blasts to get it. The 
extreme cold of the water chills them so 
that they will nob drink ax much as they 
should, Tho best way to water cows is 
from a cistern holding the rain-wator 
that fallsona barn, Ina basoment the 
ojatern can easily be protected from 
freezing. If made outside the barn the 
cistern should bo doep in the ground and 
banked with earth. In this caso the 
water must bo pumped out, In a base- 
mont, cistern water must bo drawn with 
a faucet, and just enough left running to 
supply the deinands of the stook. 

Tho doora for pig-pons should be swung 
on stout hinges trom the top, #o they will 
close as the pigs go in and out, The 
door should always swing Itself shud. 
Tho place aboyo tho'trough should be

hinges from above, so as to swing over 
the trough while tho swill is being poured 
in, 1b can then bo swung back and 
soourely fastened, This arrangement, 
besides its convenience, will saye its coat 
in a very short time in the swill that 
would otherwise be spilled ovor tho pig’s 
heads. 

Horses should bo bedded with chaff or 

finely cut straw, This will absorb the 
liquid droppings better than uncut straw 
will. ‘The manure in this fino condition 
will ferment very rapidly,and with a very 
littlo heating will be ready to spread 
evenly on tho land. If horses are bedded 
with coarau straw the fermentation will 
be uneven. Some parts of the heap will 
be dried up and ‘‘fire-fanged,” while the 
coarse straw is not in good condition for 
spreading. 
Sheep are selling in somo places in the 
wes’ {2 650 cents per head. Nowisa 
goud time to go into shoep husbandry. 
These depressions jn prices of sheep and 
wool never last long, | Wool is an article 
alwaysin demand, ond our country has 
neyer yet produced suflicient supply for 
our own use, 


Cutting down the Haymow. 
The usual purpose, ssys the Tribune 
and Farmer \n cutting down a haymow In 
winter istomake the work of pitching 
tho hay off easier than when the whole 
mow is bound together, but thore should 
be an object further than this, and that 
object to prevent having the poorest hay 
for spring feeding, 

As soon as grass starts in April 
domestic animals loso appetite for dry 
feed, and it is at this season that thoy 
should have the best fodder, Working 
horses and milch cows especially should 
have at that time the best dry focd that 
the farm has produced. 

It is a good plan to cut down the mow, 
so that the bottom of the same will be 
reached in mid-winter ; this, if old, and 
has lost a portion of its nutrition, should 
be thoroughly mixed with tho bright hay 
at the top of the mow, and flavored by 
sprinkling with the salt water and corn- 
meal. This wo have done with good 
results, 

In writing this, the assumption is that 
there has been, year after year, a coating 


| of a few tons, more or less, left lying in 


the bed of the mow, for itis yory seldom 
that the demands of stock and the supply 
of fodder comes out evenly, and now and 
thon tho farmor will be caught with the 
poorest hay of his entire storage loft for 
spring foeding. 

When the foundation of tho hay is well 
up from the ground, and has a coating of 
clean straw, tho bottom of this may be as 
good as any part of it, but it is seldom 
that wo find an averag «quality there, 
and for two reasons, First, tho grass 
put in early is more succulent than that 
cut later, and is more likely to heat and 
mold; and, second, the damp winds 
sweeping beneath the barn during the 
wet season will detract moro or leas from 
tho nutrimont of the hay.

It ig tho habit of some to deponit a ton 
or two upon the scaffold over tho stable 
for late feeding, but we do not believe 
the plan commendable, for the gascs 
arising {rom tho atable will contaminate, 
to a groater or less extent, the foddor 
If feed is stored on tho acaffold- 
ing it bo fed first, that it may 
otcape the ntablo gases and odors.

extinct race, According to Mr. William 
of all the life-shortening, brain-destroy- 
ing articles which man is using, tea is one 
of tho most dangerous, destructi7 
deadly. This is tho infusion which C 
ber spostrophizes fervent words; 
“Tea, thou soft, thou sage, thou sobor 
and venerable liquid; thou female 
tongue-running, smile-smoothing, heart- 
opening, wink-tipping cordial, to whose 
glorious inspidity I owe the happiest 
moment of my life, let me fall prostrate.” 
Nor is Cibbor tho only writer who has 
invoked panegyrio to aidyin expressing 
| admiration of this ‘*cup which choors, but 
not inobriates ;” literature is intersporsed 
with Inudations of the bowl over which 
fair women gossip, whose extstence ia far 
greater than the area of civilization, 
whose inspiration cheers the souls of the 
millions of China, and carries warmth 
through all portions of the frozen steppes 
of Siboria and Russia, 

The active principle of toa is a “ crys- 
tallino alkaloid, the theine, a compound 
belonging to the same class as strychnine, 
anda number of similar vegetable poisons” 
This is the character of thedrink which is 
served at least once a day on every table 
in civilization. That which delicate 
womon by tlic million sip is a deadly 
alkuloid, of tho samo class as strychnine, 
a drug so deadly that the mere mention 
of its name sends a shudder through {the 
listener as would the suddon appearance 
of some hideous reptile, The ** essential 
action of tea is to waste the system, or 
consume food by promoting vital action 
which it doos not support,” and worse 
than this is the fact that white arsenic, 
a deadly poison, will produce the same 
effect on the human system as tea ; that 
is, ib, like tea, checks the waste of tissue, 
and has the effect to make ‘“‘ food appear 
to go farther,’’ Tho writer takes up the 
matter of tea stimulation, and shows that 
it acts the same as tobacco, the betel-nut, 
hasheesh in certain quantities,and various 
other producers of exaltation, all of 
which Mr, Williams lumps togethor under 
the head of “ yico-drugs,”

Hurrying in catching trains tends to 
weakness of the nervous ayetem, to in 
digestion and to noart disease, to 
nothing of the risk of catebing cold from 
sitting down in the carriage heated 
ouson Whore the person has to walk qui 
instead of riding. 

For a Jarge number of different kinds 
of compiaints chango of air and aceno is 
prescribed for patients, and long journeys 
have to be made in railway carriages ; it 
behoves the invalid, therefore, to look 
well after his comforts in traveling, and 
not to negloct tho slightest precaution to 
mako the journey easy.

The Snare Drum of Common Use. 


The snare drum of familiar use—and of 
particularly familiar vse during the last 
month—is of two sorts, designated as the 
“Prussisn” and the ‘‘regulation.” Both 
sorts are in uso, but the Prussian patter 
of late years has got rather tho better of 
its tival: The difference between the two 
are these: The regalation drum is fifteen 
inches deep, \is strung with cord, and 
hangs at the side from a shoulder belt.

One 
was pear tho House of Commons, the other 
at Wesiminster Hall, The latier caused 
an immense amount of damage Dur pers 
sone were badly injured, including two po- 
licemen, who are probably tatally woundeil 
A lady who was in the hall spied the infer- 
fal mahine, and called the attention of 
Policeman Cole to it. The otlicer rushed to 
the spot, seized the machine and att mptert | 
to extinguish the fuse, but was not quick | 
enough. The fase burned so rapidly and | 
closed so quickly upon the machine that the | 
ottiver became alarmed and dropped it, The 
explosion followed’ almost  iinmedintely. 
Half of the hull was wrecked, ‘Che. explo- 
sion in the lobby/of the house of commons 
occurred three minutes later than the one 
in Westminstor hall. It came. from direot- 
ly under the strangers’ gallery and. very 
clowe to the seat usually occupied by Bi 
laugh when visiting the Commons.

Mficers became alarmed and fea 

tu enter the room. In the lobby the splint- 
ors were ax thick as flakes in a blinding 
snowstorm, They were propelled in many 
casea with dangerous force, They cut and 
ripped the leather from the seats anil tore 
out and scattered the horsehair stuffings all 
over the house. It is now learned that the 
explosion in the tower occurred. on the sec: 
ond floor, All of the authorities agree that 
dynamite wis used. Three floors were 
thoroughly wreeke 
The statues of King William IV and 
King George IV in Westminister Hall were 
overturned, The fact that an unusual num- 
ber of ladies visited the parliament buwld- 
ings on that day has given rise to a snspi- 
cion that the miscreanta who perpetrated 
the outrages were women or men in Women's 
Nisguiso. The attendants say parcels were 
carried by many of the women, ani they 
scemed to bestow unusual care in guarding 
thein, 
In the tower the explosive agont was de 
ppevedt in what is koown as the banqneting 
hall of the white tower, now used as an 
In it were stored a large number 
of Martinivifles. It was behind a rack of 
thoso that the deadly compounit placed 
The dynamite played its maddest freaks 
with the rifles, Many of them were twist 
ed into the most eccentric shapes imagin- 
able, and their distorted forms were scut 
tore about the departinent in marvellous 
confusion. All the glass and other fr gile 
articles in the hall were smashed. A large 
hole was crushed through the floor at the 
spot where the dynamite lay, and directly 
overhead a similar hole was blown throng! 
the roof. The woodwork, was sot on fire hy 
the explosion but was quickly extinguished 
Vhe favorite theory of the police is that the 
dynamite was carried to the places where 
the explosions occurred concealed under the 
long vlonk of a woman, whose appearance 
was made to reesmble that of a woman en- 
clente. A woman in whom this appearance 
was very noticeable was seeu among the 
Visitors that afternoon shortly before the 
explosion oceurred, escorted by a tall man 
With a military ai wither of thom could 
he fonud when the vat were closet after 
the expl sion, and when, the visitors wore 
searched. It is supposed the woman and 
her escort escaped «during the rush before 
the gates were closed,

Warning Against Sealskins. 


Dr. J. Solis Cohen, the eminont speci- 
alist in throat and chest diseases, said to 
® reporter recently thet fura upon 
garments to be worn about the shoulders 
and neck are all cf them to bo avolded. 
Tho thoughtless manner in which the 
garments are thrown back from tho 
shoulders and throat, after the body hos 
been unduly heated by them, is the chief 
objection'to the furs, Thoy also prevent 
proper circulation, and as the body in 
ordinary weather can be kept sufliciently 
warm with other and lighter garmoxts the 
furs should be abandoned. A small fur 
boa, which is thrown about the throat 
while the wearer is in the open air, aud 
at once thrown aside upon ontering the 
house, is considered a good tKing. ‘Tho 
sealskin coats, however, aro specially 
worthy of notice,” said the doctor, ‘‘be- 
cause they have become so common.

Tt has always been taught that pure-bred 
oattls, sheep, swine, horeés and poultry 
aro tho best. However meritorious pure- 
hrods may be, crosses, a8 & rule, pay best 
for ordinary practical purposes. Halt- 
breeds, that is, tha first cross between 
pure-bred sires and pure or improved dams 
ato. now quite generally credited with 
being the best, at least for fattening pur- 
poses, both as regards early maturity and 
quality, “If out-crossing js continued all 
distinctive characteristics are soon lust, 
and’ by the reyersfon nondescript and un- 
desirable animals will be produced ; and 
by in-croesing the qualities of the original 
blood will be tnereased, and soon the off- 
spring will be scarcely different from pure- 
breeds. 

Take sheop, for instance, and suppose 
a Southdown ram tobe crossed on Merino 
ewos, Tho first croas will be half and 
half of each of the foundvtion’ strains of 
blood. If these half bloods are bred 
again to Southdown rama, and especially

A Portable Sheep Shed. 


A farm journal thus describes a port- 
abl» sheep shed ; It consists of six pieces, 
may be taken apart and Ket u 
only'a few minutes’ work, The sided aro 
nailed together with three studs, and the 
cover is'in two scobions and made of 
matched pine, with a top board over. the 
crack where the top sections go together,
